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In  compiling  the  material  for  this  family 
tree,  I  am  indebted  to  the  heads  of  families 
for  their  co-operation  in  the  securing  of  the 
material  for  their  own  immediate  families. 
I  believe  them  to  be  as  correct  as  possible. 
However,  if  mistakes  were  made  they  were 
not  intentional. 

I  hope  this  book  may  bring  pleasure  and 
information  to  its  readers,  regarding  their 
ancestors  and  their  cousins.

JOSEPH  STOECKLE 
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grandfather  of  John  W.  Stoeckle,  emigrated  from  Switzerland  to 
Bavaria,  Germany,  with  his  parents,  when  he  was  three  years  old. 
The  year  of  Joseph  Stoeckle’s  birth  is  not  known,  but  John  B.  Stoeckle, 
his  son,  was  born  in  1768. 

JOHN  W.  STOECKLE 

emigrated  from  Bavaria,  Germany,  to  Lancaster  County,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  U.S.A.,  where  he  arrived  October  2nd,  1829.  Here  he  re¬ 
mained  until  the  summer  of  1831,  when  he  moved  to  Canada.  He 
arrived  at  Berlin  (now  Kitchener),  Waterloo  County,  Ontario, 
Canada,  August  1st,  1831.  Here  he  followed  his  profession  (Linen 
Weaver)  for  about  eighteen  months. 

On  January  29th,  1833,  he  was  married  to  Esther  Bliehm. 

In  the  spring  of  1833  they  built  a  small  log  cabin,  and  settled 
on  the  farm,  located  in  Waterloo  Township,  about  four  miles  south¬ 
west  of  Berlin  (now  Kitchener),  owned  by  Phillip  L.  Bliehm.  Their 
cabin  having  no  door,  a  blanket  was  placed  over  the  opening  the 
first  night,  and  a  door  was  made  the  next  day. 

There  were  many  Indians  in  the  locality,  and  they  would  walk 
into  the  house  at  any  hour  of  the  day.  YVolves,  bears  and  other 
wild  animals  still  roamed  through  the  woods. 

The  first  year  they  built  a  seven-room  log  house,  which  is  the 
present  dwelling.  Mrs.  Stoeckle  did  much  of  the  lathing  and 
plastering.  This  was  done  room  by  room,  as  they  were  able  and 
needed  the  rooms.  There  was  a  large  fireplace  in  the  kitchen  (there 
being  no  stoves  at  that  time),  where  they  did  their  cooking  and 
baking.  Bread  was  baked  in  an  iron  kettle  with  an  iron  cover, 
buried  in  a  bed  of  coals  on  the  hearth.  Later  they  built  an  outdoor 
brick  bake  oven. 

As  there  were  no  matches  then,  fire  was  made  by  striking  steel 
against  flint,  the  spark  lighting  a  piece  of  punk,  which  was  then 
carefully  nursed  to  light  more  punk  and  wood.  When  through 
using  the  fire,  it  was  carefully  covered  with  ashes  to  avoid  building 
a  new  one.  Building  a  fire  was  an  art  in  those  days. 

Their  house  lighting  was  done  with  a  lard  lamp,  containing  a 
wick.  Later  they  made  and  used  tallow  candles,  and  then  came  the 
coal  oil  lamp. 

In  1835  he  bought  the  farm  of  216  acres  from  his  father-in-law 
for  134  pounds,  7  shillings  and  6  pence.  Everything  being  bush, 
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wood  was  plentiful,  so  trees  were  cut  down,  logs  hauled  with  oxen 
onto  large  piles  and  burned.  This  was  called  logging.  Less  than 
ten  years  after  buying  the  farm,  John  Stoeckle,  while  logging, 
fractured  his  hip,  which  did  not  heal  properly,  making  him  so  lame 
that  logging  and  farm  work  were  almost  impossible  for  him.  At 
this  time  he  again  worked  at  his  trade  (Linen  Weaver).  Owing  to 
this,  times  were  not  too  prosperous  for  him,  and  he  w-as  forced  to 
sell  103  acres,  on  account  of  not  being  able  to  borrow  the  small  sum 
of  four  dollars  to  make  a  payment  when  due. 

He  was  well  respected  in  his  community,  being  a  minister  of 
the  Mennonite  Church,  preaching  at  Strasburg  Church  for  many 
years. 

Mrs.  Stoeckle  was  a  typical  pioneer  woman,  being  one  of  the 
first  white  children  born  in  the  county.  She  could  not  write,  but 
learned  to  read  later.  She  was  a  remarkable  horse  woman,  having 
on  one  occasion  carried  a  spinning  wheel  on  horseback  from  Berlin 
to  her  home,  a  distance  of  over  four  miles.  She  also  carried  eggs  in 
her  saddlebags  to  the  nearest  store,  and  dishes  and  crockery  to  her 
home.  She  was  remarkably  well  versed  in  the  medicinal  values  of 
wild  plants,  being  the  local  home  doctor  of  the  community. 

The  pear  tree  standing  behind  the  house,  which  still  bears 
fruit,  was  brought  from  Pennsylvania  in  a  flower  pot,  by  her  sister 
and  planted  on  the  farm  when  she  moved  here. 
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DANIEL  B.  STECKLE 


In  the  year  1860  Daniel  B.  Steckle  went  to  Seaforth,  Huron  County, 
Ontario,  He  walked  eighteen  miles  to  the  home  of  his  uncle, 
Christian  Bliehm.  After  looking  over  the  locality,  he  decided  to 
buy  Lot  7,  Concession  12,  consisting  of  about  161J  acres,  in  Stanley 
Township,  Huron  County,  Ontario.  There  were  about  30  acres 
clear  land  and  a  small  house  on  the  place,  the  rest  being  heavy 
timber. 

In  the  fall  of  1861  he  returned  to  Waterloo  County  and  was 
married  to  Lovina  Detwiler.  On  February  3rd,  1862,  they  moved 
onto  their  farm.  Later  in  the  spring,  a  yoke  of  oxen  and  a  cow  were 
walked  a  distance  of  eighty  miles  to  his  home. 

In  1865  he  bought  part  of  Lot  7,  Concession  16,  on  which  there 
was  a  saw  mill  with  an  upright  saw.  Later  he  installed  a  circular 
saw.  The  mill  was  driven  by  a  water  wheel  about  sixteen  feet  high. 
One  day  he  was  standing  in  an  opening  with  one  foot  on  a  spoke  o 
the  water  wheel  while  oiling,  when  the  wheel  suddenly  started  and 
he  had  a  narrow  escape  from  being  crushed  to  death. 

Walnut  trees  could  be  had  for  the  cutting,  and  rnuch  of  the 
choicest  walnut  lumber  that  he  sawed  went  into  the  budding  ofhis 
own  and  his  neighbors’  homes.  Good  rough  lumber  sold  at  85.0 
a  thousand  feet  then,  but  was  selling  at  $15.00  a  thousand  by  1895. 

In  1868  he  built  a  large  barn,  and  in  1870  a  large  stone  house, 
both  of  which  are  still  standing. 

He  burnt  his  own  lime  for  building  in  a  kiln  he  made  on  his 
farm  by  digging  a  hole  6  to  8  feet  wide  and  16  to  18  feet  deep,  wit 
a  place  in  the  bottom  for  firing.  This  hole  was  filled  with  limestone. 
They  fired  constantly  for  four  days  and  five  nights,  then  it  was 
left  the  same  length  of  time  to  cool.  He  also  made  all  the  mortar 
and  handled  all  the  stones  for  the  masons.  This  kiln  was  also  used 
for  custom  work. 

He  also  had  a  cider  mill  for  many  years.  He  bought  two  other 
farms,  one  in  1882,  where  his  son  Henry  lives,  and  the  other  in  1895 
where  his  son  Menno  lives. 

In  1895  he  built  a  smaller  home  on  the  old  homestead  and 
retired,  his  son  John,  who  is  now  retired,  taking  the  farm. 

John  Steckle’s  son  Josiah  is  now  farming  on  the  old  home¬ 
stead. 
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ABRAHAM  B.  STECKLE 


went  to  Michigan  in  1867,  where  he  bought  265  acres  of  bush  in 
the  southwest  corner  of  Ionia  County.  He  cleared  about  five 
acres  and  built  a  log  house  and  stable.  He  then  returned  to  Canada 
and  was  married  December  10th,  1867.  They  shipped  their  house¬ 
hold  goods,  yoke  of  Oxen  and  two  cows,  to  Lowell,  Michigan, 
unloaded  and  worked  their  way  through  the  woods  to  their  home, 
and  proceeded  to  clear  up  the  farm.  Later  he  annexed  other  parcels 
of  land  to  his  farm,  now  having  land  in  Ionia,  Kent  and  Barry 
Counties. 

In  1878  he  built  a  large  barn  and  a  few  years  later  a  large  brick 
house,  both  of  which  are  still  on  the  farm,  now  occupied  by  his  son 
Asa  Steckle. 

He  was  President  of  the  Freeport  Creamery,  and  of  Freeport 
Clothing  Co.,  a  director  of  the  Freeport  Bank.  Also  a  charter 
member  of  the  United  Brethren  Church. 

JACOB  B.  STECKLE 

In  1873  Jacob  B.  Steckle  purchased  the  farm  of  the  late  John 
Kraft,  near  Erbsville,  Waterloo  County,  Ontario.  In  1880  he  sold 
the  farm  and  moved  to  Plattsville,  where  he  operated  a  flour  mill 
until  1893,  when  he  retired  owing  to  ill  health,  and  moved  to 
Waterloo.  He  was  caretaker  for  the  Kitchener-Waterloo  Hospital, 
until  shortly  before  his  death. 

HENRY  B.  STECKLE 

On  March  20th,  1871,  Henry  B.  Steckle  bought  the  old  home¬ 
stead,  which  had  been  partially  cleared  by  his  father.  In  1885 
he  bought  the  farm,  which  his  father  was  compelled  to  sell  in  184o 
he  again  selling  it  in  1910.  On  June  23rd,  1894,  he  bought  about  40 
acres  of  forest  and  17  acres  of  cleared  land  east  of  the  farm  and 
in  1905  he  bought  another  18  acres  northeast  of  the  farm.  1  he 
buildings  were  rebuilt  and  added  to,  as  the  occasion  required  the 
bam  being  enlarged  three  different  times  while  he  owned  it,  and  the 
house  in  1870  when  he  was  married. 

He  was  among  the  first  in  the  community  to  underdrain  his 
wet  land,  some  tile  being  put  in  as  early  as  1880_  He  sold  the  farm 
to  his  son  John  in  June  previous  to  his  death  in  1920,  giving  possession 
on  March  20th,  1921,  or  just  50  years  after  he  had  bought.
